general liability insurance and provide the coalition written 8 

evidence of general liability insurance coverage, including 9 

coverage of transportation of children if prekindergarten 10 

students are transported by the provider. A provider must obtain 11 

and retain an insurance policy that provides a minimum of 12 

$100,000 of coverage per occurrence and a minimum of $300,000 13 

general aggregate coverage. The office may authorize lower 14 

limits upon request, as appropriate.  A provider must add the 15 

coalition as a named certificateholder and as an additional 16 

insured. A provider must provide the coalition with a minimum of 17 

10 calendar days' advance written notice of cancellation of or 18 

changes to coverage. The general liability insurance required by 19 
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this paragraph must remain in full force and effect for the 20 

entire period of the provider contract with the coalition.  21 

(k)  Obtain and maintain any required workers' compensation 22 

insurance under chapter 440 and any required unemployment 23 

compensation insurance under chapter 443. 24 

(l)  Notwithstanding paragraph (j), for a provider that is 25 

a state agency or a subdivision thereof, as defined in s. 26 

768.28(2), agree to notify the coalition of any additional 27 

liability coverage maintained by the provider in addition to 28 

that otherwise established under s. 768.28. The provider shall 29 

indemnify the coalition to the extent permitted by s. 768.28. 30
